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MORE than 250 jobs could be on 
the way to Haverhill if plans for a 
new retail centre get the green 
light. 

HPG Developments made the 
prediction this week as it released 
more details of its Hamlet Green 
project, a mix of retail and emp¬ 
loyment units it hopes to create in 
the town. 

It gives estimates of where the new roles 
could be created on the 30-acre former 
Project Office Furniture site in Ehrings- 
hausenWay. 

Plans unveiled by the Cambridge-based 
developers - which are due to be considered 
by St Edmundsbury Borough Council in the 
coming weeks - include a family restaurant 
with 30 jobs, a new bulky goods retailer with 
66 positions, a warehouse/production outlet 
with 50 jobs and employment units which 
could create 115 positions, with 40 of those 
from new start-up businesses 

William Jewson, development director at 
HPG Developments, said: “At this moment, 
the private sector needs to be doing all it can 
lead the recovery process. 

“Hamlet Green will be a vital boost for 
employment in Haverhill, providing a range 
of jobs to suit individual’s needs and at every 
level, from managerial to school-leavers.

A BUILDING firm has had 
to step up security after 
repeated vandalism attacks 
at the site of a new school 
and after an allegation of 
assault on a security guard. 

Guards with dogs are now 
patrolling the construction site in 
Greenfields Way, Haverhill, where 
police have received numerous 
complaints. 

Builders Barnes Construction of 
Ipswich are building the New 
Clements Primary and have 
suffered persistent damage to 
fencing. 

County councillor Graham 
Newman, portfolio holder for 
children, schools and young 
people’s services, said: “There 
have been a number of incidents 
of vandalism at the site of the 
Clements Primary School 
development. Fencing has been 
knocked down and damaged and 
there have been a number of 
incidents of graffiti and vandalism 
to equipment and materials. 

“Police have been making 
regular visits to the site during the 
day and every evening, and have 
given security advice. 

“CCTV and movement detect¬ 
ors have been installed and 
security guards with dogs now 
patrol. 

“This is adding cost to the 
project at a time when all budgets 
are extremely tight. In addition, 
time spent dealing with these 
mindless acts of vandalism is not 
being spent building a new 
primary school for the area. I urge 
those involved to consider their 
actions.” 

A police spokesman said 
officers had answered calls to 
youths damaging the fencing and 
rowdy behaviour at the site on 
July 4, 7 and 11. 

A 15-year-old boy from Haver¬ 
hill is helping police with their 
inquiries, which are ongoing. 

A 19 year old has also been 
arrested on suspicion of assault, 
criminal damage and a public 
order offence at the site and has 
been bailed until August 24.

“It will also provide much- 
needed bulky goods retail space 
designed to attract new non- 
high street retailers into the 
town and supplement the 
current retail offer, enabling it to 
compete more effectively with 
other centres such as Bury St 
Edmunds. 

“We are urging local people 
and their elected represent¬ 
atives to get behind the pro¬ 
posals for Hamlet Green which 
will breathe new life into this 
vacant site, complement rather 
than compete with the town 
centre and, of course, provide 
much-needed employment 
opportunities.” 

The firm also claims Hamlet 
Green will create further job 
opportunities down the supply 
line, and during the const¬ 
ruction phase. 

The proposals for the project 
include new warehousing and 
business start-up units at the 
back of the site and a new 
builders’ merchant, a family 
restaurant and four bulky retail 
warehousing units at the front. 

But Haverhill Town Council 
has opposed the plan, saying it 
would damage the viability of 
the town centre. 

It also says it does not comply 
with “national sequential 
testing”, which requires sites 
nearest to town centres to be 
developed first. 

However, the new coalition 
Government has recently 
abolished these planning rules.

STUDENTS are helping a 
company to create a spec¬ 
ial on-line museum as 
part of its 250th anni¬ 
versary celebrations. 

Haverhill company The 
Herbert Group, which is a major 
supplier of weighing machines 
to supermarkets, is 250 years old 
this year. 

To help celebrate the event, a 
group of Year 9 pupils from the 
Samuel Ward Arts and Tech¬ 
nology College have helped to 
create a special on-line museum 
using rare exhibits from the 
company’s archive.

Wednesday after school and the 
students have been exploring 
but a small selection of the huge 
archive of materials held by the 
company. 

“They were particularly thrill¬ 
ed to handle an original pair of 
hand scales from the 18th 
century, explore the names on a 
commemorative tankard from 


1889 and enjoy going through 
very old catalogues and photo¬ 
graphs. 

“They are working with me 
and lason Fitzpatrick of Pure 
Energy on choosing which 
exhibits to photograph and put 
on to the specially designed 
website." 

One old photograph shows 
the first works outing - to a pub 
in Chigwell in the late 1860s. The 
staff would have gone by horse- 
pulled omnibus and spent a 
pleasant day having lunch and a 
few beers. 

The students learnt about the 
time Herberts moved from 
London to Haverhill in 1968, 
interviewed former employees 
and made several visits to the 
company to explore the large 
archive of olds scales, docu¬ 
ments, photographs and 
artefacts.

More cost-effective 
than the older models, 
the pumps are easy to 
operate. In addition, 
their introduction will 
help strengthen patient 
safety still further as 
they can be pre-pro¬ 
grammed with details 
of drug dosages and 
volumes. 

Nichole Day, exec¬ 
utive chief nurse, said: 
“These new pumps are 
a significant invest¬ 
ment for the trust and 
will make a big differ¬ 
ence to patients and 
staff alike.

A new specially-

Views sought on Hanchett End Business Park Concept Statement 


At the current time, St Edmundsbury Borough Council is seeking local views on the future of a key Haverhill site. 
The land at Hanchett End, located next to the Spirit of Enterprise roundabout, has been identified for employment 
use for a number of years and the Council is now consulting on the way in which it should be developed. 

Importantly, the Council is seeking the views of the public by the 30 July. 


Why is the land at Hanchett End important to the town? 

The land at Hanchett End is important to the town and its future as 
it occupies a strategic location at the entrance to Haverhill when 
approaching from Cambridge. As a result, the site presents an 
unrivalled opportunity to develop and create an attractive gateway 
to Haverhill as part of the wider vision that exists for the town. 

Carisbrooke, responsible for the Haverhill Business Park, now has 
controlling interests in this important site and is working with and 
on behalf of the landowner to progress the land and future plans 
through the planning and development process. 



The current situation 


The Council has set out its views on how the land at Hanchett 
End should be developed through the publication of a document 
- the draft Concept Statement for the Hanchett End Strategic 
Employment Site. As the site has already been identified for 
development with employment uses, a Concept Statement is now 
required to be produced, which will be used to inform the creation 
of a future master plan. The Council’s draft Concept Statement has 
outlined that any master plan that is produced will need to include: 

• Light industrial, research and office use (i.e. B1 uses only) 

• Units for new and small firms involved in high technology 
and related activities 

• Low density development with extensive landscaping 

As a result of its interests, Carisbrooke is therefore keen to ensure 
that an appropriate Concept Statement is finalised from which 
to create a viable and successful development which meets the 
aspirations of all involved. 

Copies of the draft Concept Statement can now be viewed on 
the Council’s website - www.stedmundsbury.gov.uk/sebc/live/ 
concept-statements-and-masterplans.cfm#hanchett or by visiting 
the Council offices in Haverhill. 


Carisbrooke’s position on the draft Concept Statement 

Carisbrooke recognises the important opportunity that the site 
presents to the town but is keen to highlight a number of important 
factors that should be considered in respect of the draft Concept 
Statement and the site’s future development. 

• The first important factor is the significant cost associated 
with the physical development of the site, which results from 
the substantial earthmoving necessary to create development 
platforms and introducing services such as electricity, gas, 
telecoms and drainage. To this end, certainty is needed that a 
viable development can be progressed, which will enable the 
significant costs associated with any project to be absorbed. 

• It should be acknowledged that with the site identified for 
development with business (known as the B1 Use Class), 
storage and distribution uses (known as the B8 Use Class), 

it is vital to recognise the lack of a well-established market for 
the first of these and that the creation of a new research/business 
park would therefore require a ‘leap of faith’ on the part of 
investors and end-users. 

• The current draft Concept Statement does not include the 
economically viable B8 uses but instead solely references 
the business uses which are not viable as the only form of 
development on the site. As a result, there is no certainty 
to Carisbrooke that it can deliver a successful and viable 
development which meets the aspirations of the Council 
to achieve a new research/business park and thereby create 
the gateway wished for. 

• To a certain extent, the plan within the draft Concept Statement 
acknowledges this problem by alluding to the need for ‘higher 
value uses’ to be included in order to make the B1 employment 
development viable. However, Carisbrooke considers the draft 
Concept Statement needs to be more explicit and identify the 
extent and type of higher value uses that would be acceptable. 
Carisbrooke’s view is one third of the site should be made over 
to higher value uses such as residential and retail.

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Carisbrooke’s covenant to the community - mutual commitment 

Subject to receiving the inclusion of one third higher values uses within the draft Concept Statement, Carisbrooke would 
commit by way of legal agreement to losing the right and ability to develop any storage, distribution or other warehouse type 
development. Carisbrooke would then commit via further legal agreement to the remaining two thirds of the development being 
delivered only in the form of office, R & D, light industrial and supporting uses. 

Furthermore, the entire infrastructure and environment would be delivered at the same time as any agreements reached over 
the occupancy of the higher value uses, ensuring that the research park is finalised at the earliest opportunity for all prospective 
occupiers and the community to see.

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Ben’s a normal, happy little 
boy who has a birthmark 



P USHING her 
beautiful new 
baby along in 
the pram, Gemma 
Adams couldn’t wait 
to show off her 
bundle of joy. And 
people were 
constantly stopping 
her to coo over little 
Ben. But all of them - 
even complete 
strangers - asked 
‘What’s wrong? 

What’s he done to his 
face?’... 

“Ever since he was 
born, from the very first 
day, we haven’t been able 
to leave the house without 
someone asking that 
question,” admits Gemma. 
“When he was tiny they’d 
say ‘What a lovely baby! 
Ooooh - what’s he done to 
his face?’ To me, he was my 
little boy and I didn’t care 
what he looked like. 

“I understand that 
people don’t know and 
most of the time I’ll answer 
the question. But if it’s the 
sixth time I’ve been asked 
in the last half hour, I try to 
just ignore it; what I really 
want to say is ‘Oh, I threw 
him down the stairs’ to see 
how they like being made 
to feel uncomfortable. 

“Ben is just like any 
other little boy. He’s 
handsome, he’s happy, he’s

sociable - he just happens 
to have a birthmark on his 
face.” 

Ben, now 5, has a 
vascular birthmark. A 
malformation of blood 
vessels, which occurs for 
no known reason, vascular 
birthmarks can be flat or 
raised, pink, red or even 
bluish in colour. 

They’re pretty common: 
three in 100 babies are 
born with them. But Ben’s 
birthmark is a very rare 
type, which affects only 
one in 40,000 people. It 
started out looking like a 
pale purplish bruise across 
his cheek and lip; as he 
grew, the birthmark grew 
too - becoming sore and 
swollen. Two rounds of 
painful surgery followed. 

If it was left unchecked, 
the mark would continue 
to grow and grow; in some 
cases, where major blood 
vessels are involved, 
vascular birthmarks can 
lead to disability or even 
death. In that respect, Ben 
is one of the lucky ones, 
because his mark is not in 
a dangerous place. But 
coping with it is, says 
Gemma, still very tough at 
times. 

“When he was about 18 
months old a woman 
stopped me inTesco and 
said ‘What’s he done to his 


face?’,” she remembers. 
“People can be so rude! I 
can’t imagine stopping a 
complete stranger to ask 
something like that... 

“Anyway, when I 
explained, she went on to 
say ‘Oh, you can get lots of 
make-up to cover that up’. 

I said ‘Well I’m sorry but I 
don’t want to cover it up. 
He’s my son and it’s part of 
him’.” 

Gemma, who lives in 
Godmanchester, says she 
always wanted to be a 
mum. “I think most little 
girls do, don’t they? They 
want to grow up, get 
married and have a family 
of their own,” she adds. 

Falling pregnant soon 
after she and husband 
Mark decided to try for a 
baby, Gemma says they 
were both thrilled. “I was 
really well: I wasn’t sick or 
anything,” she recalls, “and 
the labour was over in 
eight hours. 

“When Ben was born 
the nurse said he had a bit 
of bruising on his face 
from where he’d got a little 
bit stuck. We just accepted 
what she said.” 

But, by Ben’s six-week 
check, the purplish 
shadow on his cheek and 
lip hadn’t faded. “The 
health visitor said ‘If it was 
a bruise, it would have 
gone by now -1 don’t know 
what it is’,” Gemma 
continues. “It was awful: 
we’d gone along with the 


idea it was bruising; to 
think it was something 
else, something unknown, 
was horrible.” 

Referred to hospital, 
Gemma says that first 
appointment was ‘very 
upsetting’. ‘The doctor said 
‘It’s not a bruise. I don’t 
know what it is’ and that 
was it, no ‘This is the next 
step’ or ‘I’ll refer you to my 
colleague’,” she explains. 

The next stop, a few 
weeks later, was 
Addenbrooke’s in 
Cambridge, where 
specialist Tariq Ahmad 
made an instant diagnosis. 
“He was amazing,” 
continues Gemma. “He 
said ‘It’s avascular 
birthmark, a type of 
venous malformation, and 
it will continue to grow 
unless we intervene’. It was 
still scary - but at least we 
knew what we were 
dealing with.” 

Ben was given regular 
check-ups; as predicted, 
the mark continued to 
grow. By the age of three, 
his lip was so distended it 
became prone to 
ulceration and bleeding. 
That’s when Mr Ahmad 
decided to operate. 

Under general 
anaesthetic, Ben was given 
a series of special 
injections direct into the 
mark, designed to flush 
out the underlying veins 
and relieve any blockages. 
He was, smiles Gemma, a 
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model patient; the hardest 
thing was persuading him 
not to suck his thumb 
straight after the op. But, 
sadly, the procedure didn’t 
have the desired effect. So, 
three months later, Ben 
was scheduled for surgery 
again - this time to cut 
away several sections of 
venous tissue. 

That trip to hospital was, 
Gemma adds, ‘a 
nightmare’. “We’ve always 
been very honest, so we’d 
explained he had to go 
back to hospital. But the 
minute we got in there his 
little face was petrified... 
He totally freaked out, 
screaming and kicking. 
They put a canula in and 
he was trying to rip it out.” 

Eventually, Ben was 
sedated while sitting on his 
daddy’s lap. And the 
surgery was a great 
success: although his 
mouth was full of stitches, 
the swelling in Ben’s lip 
was dramatically reduced. 

Gemma says it took 
about six months for Ben 
to recover. And, in that 
time, he lost a lot of weight. 
“He was only allowed soft 
food to start with,” she 
explains. “I was trying to 
tempt him with yoghurt 
and smoothies when what 
he really wanted was toast. 

“And when he did eat it 
was painful, so he stopped 
wanting to eat. By the time 
his mouth was healing, 
he’d stopped feeling 
hungry. As an adult, you 
can tell yourself you have 
to eat; it’s not the same 
when you’re a little boy.” 

When Gemma got 
pregnant with Dominic, 2, 
Ben’s little brother, she 
admits worrying he too 
could be born with a 
vascular birthmark. “As a 
mum you can’t help 
yourself. I knew there was 
no explanation for Ben’s 
mark but I still kept asking 
myself‘Was it this? Was it 
that?... In the end I 
convinced myself it was 
down to him sucking his 
thumb when he was in the 
womb. I went to see Tariq 
and he said ‘No, it wasn’t. 
Stop worrying’.” 

Dominic, who doesn’t 


have a birthmark, was a 
big hit with his older 
brother; Gemma says Ben 
dotes on him. “Ben is such 
a friendly little boy,” she 
adds. “If we go to a play 
barn or something he’s off 
on his own straight away- 
and 10 minutes later he’s 
back, with 10 new friends.” 

Before Ben started 
school, Gemma visited his 
teachers to explain about 
his birthmark. “I wanted 
everyone to know about 
his birthmark so it would 
be treated as something 
normal. 

“Ever since he was really 
little, we’ve talked about 
Ben’s birthmark: we used 
to stand in front of the 
mirror and say ‘Here are 
your eyes, there’s your 
nose, and this is your 
birthmark’. But he’s just 
starting to realise that his 
face looks a bit different. 

He asked the other day 
‘Why have I got it?’ and I 
said ‘Your friends have got 
them too, but you just can’t 
see them - I’ve got a little 
one on my tummy’ and he 
seemed quite happy with 
that.” 

Gemma says Ben settled 
in well at school socially 
and academically. But his 
eating continued to be a 
problem: he was coming 
home at the end of the day 
with a still-full lunchbox. 

“It got to the point where 
you could see his ribs and 
his backbone,” she 
continues. “My mum 
broke down in tears and 
said ‘This has got to be 
sorted’. I had to get tough. I 
told Ben he was going to 
have a drink of milk every 
morning and night and 
that if he didn’t eat his 
lunch at lunchtime he’d 
have to eat it when he got 
home. He only ate it at 
home, warm from sitting 
in the box all day, two or 
three times...” 

Gemma says support 
from family, friends and 
the national Birthmark 
Support Group has been 
invaluable. Through the 
group, she has been able to 
talk to other mums - and 
Ben has been able to meet 
other little boys and girls 


who, like him, have visible 
birthmarks. 

“He hadn’t ever seen 
anyone else with a mark 
like his until we went to a 
special family fun day for 
members of the group,” 
explains Gemma. “And 
even then he didn’t notice 
until we pointed it out.” 

Gemma, a part-time PA 
at Huntingdon Regional 
College, has just become 
membership secretary of 
the group on a voluntary 
basis. And she’s just 
completed the annual 
Walk for Skin: organised by 
the British Skin 
Foundation (BSF), it’s a 
sponsored 5k across 
London held to raise cash 
for skin disease research. 

Gemma did the walk 
with three friends: Yvette 
Reed, Linda Roberts and 
Debbie Doyle. “They’ve all 
known Ben all his life and 
have been there for those 
cringe moments when 
people ask ‘What’s he done 
to his face?’ 

So far Gemma has raised 
£750. She is splitting the 
money between the BSF 
and the Birthmark Support 
Group, which needs funds 
for further family events 
and visits from specialist 
doctors and nurses. 

Gemma admits she 
worries about how Ben will 
cope with his mark in the 
future; within months of 
the successful surgery, it 
had grown back to its pre¬ 
op size. But Ben has just 
been accepted for 
treatment at a hospital in 
Middlesbrough, which 
involves an anti-cancer 
drug being injected into 
the birthmark (designed to 
prevent the proliferation of 
cancer cells, it is hoped to 
halt the expansion of the 
venous tissue). 

As well as raising cash, 
Gemma is keen to raise 
awareness - which is why 
she decided to do this 
interview. “I feel that 
people can be quite 
ignorant about things that 
don’t affect them directly. 
People really need to get 
clued up about birthmarks 
- and realise my Ben is no 
different to anyone else.”

MPS IN Suffolk are calling 
on businesses and com¬ 
munities in the county to 
form a local partnership to 
take back power from West¬ 
minister. 

In an open letter, the MPs have 
urged them to take power from 
the Regional Development 
Agency. 

Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg has announced plans to 
scrap these agencies and has 
established a £lbillion regional 
growth fund from which local 
communities can bid for funding. 

Business Secretary Vince Cable 
and Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles have written to local 
authorities and businesses asking 
them to consider forming new 
Local Enterprise Partnerships 
(LEPs), who can then apply for 
funding from the growth fund for 
their area. 

The LEPs are intended to 
provide strategic leadership in 
local areas and create the right 
environment for business success

and economic growth, and the 
Suffolk MPs believe that the 
county could lead the way by 
establishing an LEP. 

The MPs said: “Suffolk has so 
much to offer, and with this 
announcement there is great 
scope for innovation and fresh 
thinking. This represents a real 
and tangible chance for the 


people of Suffolk to determine for 
themselves the future and the 
success of the county, rather than 
relying on unelected quangos and 
adhering to strict centrally-set, 
one-size-fits-all policies. 

“Forming LEPs is an important 
part of the Government’s inten¬ 
tion to hand back power to local 
communities and we believe that 
the new LEPs could play a vital 
role in the continued growth and 
success of Suffolk.” 

The letter states that the inten¬ 
tion of the Coalition Government 
is to “rebalance the economy 
towards the private sector” and 
encourages councils and 
businesses to think about ways to 
tackle issues including housing 
and planning, local transport and 
infrastructure, and employment 
and enterprise.

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Enjoy scent-sationally 
fragrant summer days 


S cent comes into its 
own when you’re 
sitting outside on a 
balmy summer evening, 
taking in all the delicious 
fragrances the garden 
has to offer. 

I have two neighbours to 
thank for the sweet scent of 
mock orange which fills the air 
in my own garden - the 
fragrance wafting quite a 
distance from where these 
flowering shrubs are actually 
planted. 

There are fragrant plants for 
every garden throughout the 
year, from winter-flowering 
jasmine and mahonia to 
hyacinths, scented narcissus 
and viburnum in the spring, 
and summer-flowering 
lavender, rosemary, 
honeysuckle, roses, evening 
primrose, dianthus, nicotiana 
and stocks. 

It’s worth noting that the 
most strongly scented flowers 
are often white, or insignificant 
in appearance, but make their 
presence felt when you sniff 
the air. 

While flowers tend to have 
sweet, heady perfumes, leaf 
scents tend to be spicy.

Many plants with scented 
foliage need gentle stroking or 
pinching to release their 
perfume. It’s likely that the 
scents evolved as a deterrent to 
insect pests, but gardeners love 
them. 

New research from 
PlantforLife, an advice resource 
created by the Horticultural 
Trades Association, reveals 63 
per cent of people in the UK 
purchase floral and herbal 
scented products to enhance 
their health and well-being yet, 
when asked, just 32 per cent 
realised the plants they grow in 
the garden can provide the 
same effects. 

To address this lack of 
awareness and promote the 
benefits floral and herbal 
scents provide, PlantforLife has 
joined forces with 


aromacologist, Daniele Ryman, 
and celebrity plantsman Chris 
Collins, to show people how to 
give their garden a simple and 
healthy-scented makeover. 

“Although colour is an 
important part of any outdoor 
space, introducing different 
scents into your garden is 
essential to creating your 
perfect outdoor haven," says 
Chris. “Having beautifully 
scented plants outside not only 
means you can reap the health 
benefits, but planting a scented 
garden is a great way to help 
the environment and attract 
wildlife, like bees, back into 
your garden.” 

Roses are believed to have a 
calming fragrance which can 
help ease nerves. 

“When planting roses, 
consider the look and feel of 
what you would like to achieve, 
from creating excellent focal 
points to framing certain areas 
of your garden,” he adds. 

Lavender is well known for 
relieving stress, helping 
relaxation and aiding sleep. It is 
best planted in numbers, 
makes an ideal low hedge in 
the traditional cottage garden 
and doesn’t need really rich 
soil. However, it will need 
plenty of sun. 


Lily-of-the-valley, whose 
scent helps combat tiredness, 
only grows to 45cm and is 
ideally planted in moist shade 
under trees to make an 
effective ground cover. 

The Greeks used the herb 
rosemary to improve their 
concentration, but it is also 
known to be an energiser, and 
will thrive in sandy soil in a 
sunny position. Water it well in 
its first season and after that it 
should become reasonably 
drought-resistant. 

Scented climbers can also 
add more atmosphere and 
romance to a garden, whether 
cottage or modern in style. 
Among the most popular 
climbing plants with fragrant 
blooms are Clematis montana 
var. rubens ‘Elizabeth’, 
‘Jasminum officinale’ and 
‘Wisteria floribunda’. 

Fragrance is at its highest 
when it’s calm, so place 
scented plants in a sheltered 
spot away from the wind. 
Indeed, perfume is best 
captured on a patio, so make 
sure your pots or nearby beds 
are awash with a range of 
fragrant blooms to make the 
most of those delicious scents 
in the summer months.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Astilbe 

This favourite perennial 
brings colour and texture to 
the semi-shaded border with 
its feathery plumes - in colours 
ranging from creamy-white 
through lilac and pink to red - 
rising above neat mounds of 
deeply cut foliage in summer. 


The wispy plumes can also be 
left for winter interest. Astilbes, 
however, do need moist, lightly 
shaded soil to thrive - they are 
ideally planted in woodland 
locations between shrubs or by 
a pond - and can make good 
groundcover plants too. While 
most like boggy ground, A. 
chinensis ‘Pumila’ and A. 
’Superba’ can cope with drier 
soils and can tolerate sun, but 
you’ll need to keep the ground 
moist by mulching. They make 
good companions planted 
between shade-loving foliage 
plants such as hostas and 
rodgersias.

Astra sales lift 
new car outlook 


NEW car sales sped ahead 
again last month - rising 
10.8 per cent compared with 
June 2009, it was announced 
this week. 

A rise of more than 25 per cent 
in fleet sales helped new 
registrations to total 195,226 in 
June 2010, the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said. 

The June figure took the 
January-June 2010 new-car total 
to 1,108,662 - a 19.9 per cent rise 
on the first half of last year when 
the motor industry was deep in 
recession. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt said: “The new car market 
continued to perform above 
expectations in June. 

“The results indicate improved 
business confidence and a 
strengthening economic 
recovery. The industry still 
expects challenging economic 
conditions in the second half of 
the year and Government action

to improve access to credit for 
consumers and businesses will 
be important in sustaining the 
momentum of recovery.” 

June 2010 was the 12th 
successive month that new 
registrations have risen, 
following 15 months of falls. 

But although sales were higher 
than the SMMT had originally 
forecast, last month’s total was 
still 8.5 per cent below the 1999- 
2009 average for the month of 
June. 


The SMMT expects sales to dip 
by the end of this year as the 
Government’s car scrappage 
scheme - which boosted 
registrations in the second half of 
2009 - has now ended. 

Last month was a triumph for 
Vauxhall which ousted Ford as 
the top-selling manufacturer, 
with its Astra model knocking the 
Ford Fiesta off the top of the 
best-selling model table. 

This is the first time the Astra 
has taken the number one spot 
since February 2008.

Bugatti smashes landspeed 
record for production cars 



The Bugatti Veyron: 268mph is a new world record. 


ON a beautiful sunny day 
at 25 degrees the Bugatti 
Veyron 16.4 Super Sport 
achieved a new 
landspeed world record 
for production cars, on 
the proving grounds of 
the Volkswagen Group at 
Ehra-Lessien (nearby its 
headquarters at 
Wolfsburg). 

In the presence of the 
German Technical 
Inspection Agency (TUV) 
and a representative of 
Guinness Book of 
Records the Super Sport 
achieved an average top 
speed of 268mph. 

The speed took even 
Bugatti’s engineering 
team by surprise. “We 
took it that we would 
reach an average value of 
264mph,” explains 
Bugatti’s chief engineer 
Dr. Wolfgang Schreiber, 
“but the conditions today 
were perfect and allowed 
even more.” 

The Super Sport gets to 
62mph in the same 2.5 
seconds as the standard 
Veyron. 


The original Veyron - 
which had held the world 
record until 2007 with a 
253mph top speed - still 
has the same 8.0-litre, 
16-cylinder engine. 

However, its four turbo¬ 
chargers have been 
tweaked and larger 


intercoolers added, 
thereby raising the 
Veyron’s power output 
from 1,001 bhp to 
1,200bhp. 

The Veyron has also 
now got an all-carbon 
fibre shell, thereby 
reducing weight.
